Srx,—Will you allow me, a citizen of 
Dublin, to express my. recognition of, and 
my gratitude for, the fearless way in which 
you are daily giving correct expression to the 
views of all ioyal lrish people in this de- 
plorable crisis? In and out of Parliament 
the revolt has effected frequent infringements 
of the party truce. This) has been, and will 
be, almost unavoidable. 

Party truce or no party truce, it is im- 
possible to overlook the determination of 
Mr. Redmond and his iriends to palliate the 
outbreak. 

One reads the diffuse, pbscurant manifesto 
of the Redmondite Partly, and cannot but 
ask: Is, this terrible affair going to be dis- 
solved from view and from the claims of 
justice in a torrent of Nationalist verbiage? 
Is the real and terrible cry from the streets 
of Dublin to be drowned by the wordy 
rodomontade of Mr. Dilloh in Parliament? 

Mr. Redmond has dropped into palpable 
self-contradictions and mjsrepresentations in 
connection with this lamentable business. 
He replied at once to th¢ implication of Sir 
Edward Carson on the 9th inst. that, for a 
considerable time past, the Government had 
not been governing Irelafd at all, and that 
Ireland had been ruled ndirectly by those 
who imposed their will upon the Government 
and yet had no Government responsibilities. 
Only the most prejudiced people in Ireland 
would dispute this notorious fact, But Mr. 
Redmond, instantly taking up the position of 
the accused, denied the impeachment, He 
said that ‘since the advent of the Coalition 
Government he had had no power in the 
government of Ireland. His opinions, he 
said, had been overborne and his suggestions 

ected. Furthermore, he asserted that, 

gi he possessed the power and responsi- 

bility of governing the country during the 

past two years, the revolt would never have 
happened. 

This defence of Mr. Redmond utterly 
destroys the admission of being an unworthy 
adviser to Mr. Birrell, made by him only a 
few days before on the occasion of the 
resignation of the Chief Secretary. It is 
thus recorded in his own official paper, the 
Freeman’s Journal of the 5th inst.: '“ He 
(Mr. Redmond) felt that he had incurred 
some share of the blamé which Mr. Birrell 
had laid at his own door, because he entirely 
agreed with his view that the danger of an 
outbreak of this kind was not a real one, 
and what he had said might have influenced 
the right hon. gentleman) 1 in his management 
of Irish affairs.”’ That| statement of Mr. 
Redmond bears a compléxion very different 
from his refutation of Sir Edward Carson’s 

implied charge. | 

7 fhile the insurrection jwas being fomented 
and organised, not arú sá but with daring 
publicity in the many Hress organs it had 
at command, Mr. Redmond and his papers 
in Ifeland, up to the last} moment, systemati- 
cally and unceasingly decried its danger. 
Mr. Birrell, ever since his appointment as 
Chief Secretary, had an ear only for one 
class of observers and fpdvisers, and these 
have been proved notoriqusly untrustworthy. 
The same people, without a blush for their 
past blindness, or for their insincerity, which- 
ever it may have been, Bre now loudest for 
soft measures for the instirgents, as the best 
way of restoring peace|and putting down 
disaffection in Ireland. [he cry is loud for 
what would in reality bh simply a continu- 
ance of the undeviating Jaxity in connection 
with serious crime which has, after a nine 
years’ run, brought government in Ireland 
into unprecedented disrepute and earned for 
it nothing but contempt. | But, thank Heaven, 
Ireland is now in the hands of a real 
Government—a Government that, while care- 
ful not to exercise a severity that would be 
undue, or of incurring an imputation of seek- 
ing revenge, may be trusted to administer 
justice without fear or favour, and do much 
to re-create a respect for authority in Ireland. 

“For the first time after many years of 
non-government, Dublin finds itself corhfort- 
able and safe under the rule of a Government 
that is governing.” There is not a reputable 
and loyal citizen in the capital of Ireland, 
and elsewhere, indeed, throughout the 
country, who will not heartily agree with this 
statement in the letter to a London paper of 
an English observer in Dublin. Martial law 
is a welcome relief to all after the dry-rot in 
Dublin Castle, which has been straining the 
loyalty of Irish loyalists to the breaking- 
point for nine years past. 

A most useful thing at this time would 
be a public meeting of citizens of Dublin 
to give utterance to their desire for a con- 
tinuance of the present military rule until 
the establishment of a civil Executive Go- 
vernment calculated to inspire public con- 
fidence.—Yours, etc. “ Crrigen.”’

AN EMERGENCY ACT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—To the numerous suggestions which 
are being made as to the steps which should 
be taken to mitigate the hardships caused by 
the recent rebellion I venture to add one 
which is so reasonable, necessary, and easily 
carried out that it will, I am confident, be 
ignored by the powers that (still) be. 

The general effect of the Courts (Emergency 

Powers) Act, 1914, is that no judgment for 
the payment ‘of money (save sums due on con- 
tracts made after the outbreak of the war, 
and certain rents) may be enforced, and no 
distress or foreclosure made, without leave of 
the court. If, “by reason of circumstances 
attributable directly or indirectly to the pre- 
sent war,” the debtor is unable to im- 
mediately, the court may (amd does) defer the 
time of payment, Ondirect payment by reason- 
able instalments. 5 therefore, suggest that 
the phrase “the ésent war” in the Act 
should be declared to include the late rebel- 
lion. In view of the official statement, that 
the rising was instigated and financed by our 
foreign enemies, it may be judicially decided 
that the Act as it stands carries out my sug- 
gestion. If not, a short and simple amend- 
ment is all that js necessary. 

It would be superfluous for me to enlarge 
upon the benefits which the course I have 
adumbrated would confer upon the many 

rsons in Dublin and elsewhere who have

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AUSTRALIA'S WAR BUDGET. 
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NEW LOANS OF £50,000,000. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
MELBOURNE, Mar 10. 
Mr. Higgs, the Treasurer, introducing the 
Budget to-day, said that the estimated re- 
ceipts for the financial year 1915-16 amounted 
to £89,092,000 and the expenditure; including 
advances to States other than New South 
Wales, to £76,057,000, leaving a balance of 
loan money of £13,035,000. In July last the 
Government prohibited the export of gold, 
except by consent of the Treasurer. The 
amount so exported to January last was 
£7,196,000. He nit yew not to allow any 
further export of d during the war. De 
fence expenditure amounted to £70,000,000, 
not including soldiers’ deferred pay, which 
amounted to £4,500,000. The Imperial Go 
vernment had granted the Commonwealth a 
war loan of £25,000,000 at the rate of 
£2,000,000 monthly. The C wealth Go- 
vernment, however, was of opinion that the 
time had arrived when Australia should fur- 
nish her own war expenditure, if not lend 
money to the Imperial Government. He 
would, therefore, ask Parliament for authority 
for the issue of additional total war loans 
amounting to £50,000,000. The Government 
sed to take over the Imperial Mints in 
Bydney, Melbourne, and Perth ; to introduce a 
bill to tax war profits 50 per cent., and to 
increase the war pensions of incapacitated 
soldiers from twenty to thirty shillings a 
week. In conclusion, the Treasurer said that 
770 miles of the Transcontinental railway 
had been completed, leaving 283 miles under 
construction.
